ROOSEVELTS SON 
HIS INCOME TAX 


Federal Returns Paid by 
Hearst and Jacob Rup-' 
pert Are Scrutinized by 
Senate and House Body. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—() 
President Roosevelt’s eldest son, 
James, agreed today to disclose 
his income tax returns in response 


to a Republican demand. 

The lanky younger Roosevelt, 
who is one of his father’s secre- 
taries, appeared unexpectedly be- 
fore the senate-house tax commit- 
tee when it renewed its study of 
personal holding companies alleged 
to be used as tax avoidance de- 
vices.

Atlanta has lost approximately 
$26,290,000 from traffic fatalities 
alone since 1930, Traffic Officer 
Emmett S. Elliott estimated at the 
police training school last night. 

The figure is based on the esti- 
mate of the National Safety Coun- 
cil, which values the life of each 
traffic victim at $50,000. A total of 
496 persons have been killed to 
date in Atlanta since January 1, 
1930, Officer Elliott said. 


Cites Officer Need. 


Stressing the need of more traf- 
fic officers if the number of traf- 
fic fatalities in the city are to be 
reduced, the officer, one of seven 


versity last winter, pointed out 
that traffic officers made one- 
third of the arrests made by the 
icity’s 415 policemen last year. 
There are only 73 men on the traf- 
fic squad. They made 15,442 ar- 
rests in 1936. The total number of 
arrests were 54,380. 

Tracing the development of the 
traffic problem in the city, El- 
liott said there were 87,263 traffic 
arrests in Atlanta between 1920 
and 1931. During the same period, 
traffic arrests increased 302 per 
cent; the number of injuries 272 
per cent, and the number of fa- 
talities 138 per cent. At the close 
of this period there were 66,000 
automobiles registered in Atlanta.

ior vice commander; D. C. Harris, 
Macon, junior vice commander; 
Cecil V. Whiddon, Atlanta, judge 
advocate; Elmer E. Wilson, quar- 
termaster (re-elected); Dr. G. E. 
Egloff, Savannah, surgeon (re- 
elected), and W. L. Roberts, At- 
lanta, chaplain. 

The convention adopted a 34- 
point Americanism report which 
included clauses urging continu- 
ance of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, a required oath of allegiance 
by all government employes, in- 
cluding teachers in the public 
schools, and registration, finger- 
printing, photographing and iden- 
tification of all aliens within the 
United States. 

The adopted report also contain- 
ed clauses expressing opposition 
to Communism and other “isms.” 

Van Dyke, the new state com- 
mander, entered the American 
army in 1916 as a private being 
promoted to second lieutenant be- 
fore the end of the World War. 

He was decorated by the French 
government following service in 
several foreign engagements. Fol- 
lowing his return from France, he 
served as rehabilitation assistant 
in the Atlanta office of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau. 

For the past two years he has 
served as patriotic instructor for 
the Georgia Veterans of Foreign 
Wars.

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AN UNREASONABLE SACRIFICE 

The plight of the candlewick bedspread 
workers in northwest Georgia appears to be 
attributable to the refusal of Washington bu- 
reau officials to make liberal interpretation of 
regulations. 

Guy T. Helvering, commissioner of internal 
revenue at Washington, has notified Represent- 
ative Malcom C. Tarver, of the seventh Georgia 
district, that these workers, who make the 
spreads in their homes, must pay the social se- 
curity tax regardless of the threatened destruc- 
tion of their industry. 

These bedspreads are made in the rural 
homes of four or five cotfhties in Representa- 
tive Tarver’s district. It is estimated that the 
work brings between $1,500,000 and $3,000,000 
annually into the area. During the worst of 
the depression, when agricultural products 
could not be sold for the cost of production, the 
bedspread activity was a financial life saver to 
many Georgia farmers. 

Commissioner Helvering admits that the 
work is done in the homes and that no one has 
any control over the hours of work put in or 
the conditions under which the spreads are 
made save the workers themselves. So-called 
“manufacturers” furnish the materials to, say, 
a farm mother. She and all the family, and 
maybe some of the neighbors, then make the 
spreads. 

How anyone can discover what percentage 
of the piecework pay must be credited to Ma, 
how much to Sister Sue, how much to Grampa 
and how much to Little Bill, only a statistical 
magician can imagine. Even Commissioner Hel- 
vering dodges this problem, saying that is a task 
not devolving upon his office. 


Representative Tarver advises his constitu- 
ents to pay the tax. In the meantime he plans 
appeals from the Helvering ruling and, if nec- 
essary, a special amendment to the social se- 
curity law to exempt these workers. 

The bedspread workers’ situation is a power- 
ful illustration of the old axiom that there are 
exceptions to every rule. The social security 
law was intended for the benefit of the work- 
ers. In this case, at least, its rigid application 
threatens to remove the bedspread workers en- 
tirely from the ranks of the employed by im- 
posing conditions so impossible of fulfillment 
their occupation will be taken from them and 
a flourishing industry relegated to the limbo of 
things that were. 


CRIMES BY PAROLEES 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, known popularly as the 
“G-Men,’ writing in the August issue of Cos- 
mopolitan magazine, declares that abuses of 
the parole system provide the chief cause of 
the nation’s annual crime bill of $15,000,000,000. 

He places the principal blame for this condi- 
tion on the various state parole boards, de- 
claring many are either corrupt or inept, and 
the remedy he suggests is a gearing of all state 
parole systems to the national standard set by 
the federal parole board. 

“Abuse of the parole system allows the worst 
criminals to run loose in contempt of the law 
they have outwitted,” he asserts. Supporting 
his argument for fewer paroles, Director 
Hoover cites a large Alabama city where the 
chief of police recently estimated that 60 per 
cent of his men’s time is consumed in running 
down parole violators and that 85 per cent of 
the crime in his city is committed by parolees. 

Parallel conditions exist everywhere in the 
United States, says Director Hoover. Urging 
complete divorce of the state parole systems 
from politics and a thorough reorganization of 
the parole methods in every state, he con- 
cludes: . 

“We can never have honest, thorough and 
impartial justice or law enforcement in Amer- 
ica so long as we have unfairness such as there 
is today in parole and until our penal system 
comes from behind its cloud of disgrace.” 

Although not touched upon by Director 
Hoover, the situation in Georgia, while perhaps 
not so bad as in many other states in regard 
to parole abuse, is aggravated by the ease with 
which desperate criminals escape from the 
chain gangs, thus adding another large group 
of professional and desperate criminals to the 
normal population of the underworld.

Rare is the individual in the world today 
who does not know the meaning of the double 
initial—AP—following the dateline of a news 
story in a modern newspaper. “Associated 
Press” has come to mean in the world of news 
gathering and news reading a symbol equal in 
significance to “Sterling’’ on silver. 

Now it is announced by David O. Selznick, 
president of Selznick International Pictures, 
that a motion picture will be made using the 
story of the AP, from its founding in 1848 to 
its accomplishments of today, as the back- 
ground and theme of the production. 

If the proposed picture catches the romance 
of the AP, if it rightly interprets the full mean- 
ing of “AP,” it will bring the world a story 
that is, in effect, the story of almost a century 
of civilization’s progress as well as a story of 
the constant fight for the freedom, integrity 
and truthfulness of the American press. 

Few organizations carry within their ar- 
chives such a saga of service and achievement 
as the heritage of the Associated Press today. 
Founded, and always continued, as a nonprofit 
organization, its sole purpose in existence is to 
bring its 1,400 newspaper members in this 
country the news of all the world. From the 
highest chanceleries of government to the most 
forgotten atoll in the oceans of the world, the 
news-gathering arm of the Associated Press ex- 
tends, combing the four quarters of the earth 
and the utmost reaches of the seven seas to 
bring to the homes of the nation all the news, 
fully and accurately told. 

Largely the work of the men who have made 
the Associated Press the great organization it is 
today, the men who have built, day by day, its 
reputation for fair, unbiased presentation of 
the news, has been anonymous, in so far as 
the outside world is concerned. They have done 
their duty, often in the face of severe handi:- 
caps, and, in some instances, with lonely death 
as reward, imbued with the spirit of the true 
newspaperman. | 

Mr. Selznick will find, if he delves deep 
enough and if he sees with the eye of under- 
standing, a cavalcade of world advance en- 
shrined in the records of an organization 
that has done much to make that advance come 
true. He will find a panorama of unflinching 
fidelity to an ideal and a saga of service that 
should make a picture to rank with the half- 


dozen greatest in all the history of the screen. 


POLICE HANDICAPS 

A survey of court procedure in Georgia, re- 
cently completed by the Works Progress Admin- 
istration, carries sharp criticism of police ef- 
fectiveness in Georgia, declaring that enforce- 
ment officials labor under the triple handicap 
of decentralization, poor communications and 
lack of training. 

There is, in the report, no criticism of the 
officers as individuals, the entire condemnation 
being leveled at the system under which they 
have to work. 

Georgia’s police, whether county or city, are 
as fine a body of men, on the whole, as can be 
found anywhere. That they are too frequently 
hamstrung in their attempts to enforce the law, 
through the archaic system under which they 
are forced to operate, is regrettably true. 

The bravest and most conscientious police 
officer alive cannot hope properly to perform 
his duties if he is barred from opportunity for 
proper training in his profession. Likewise, 
when duplication of territory and clashing au- 
thority between rival forces enters the picture, 
the criminal classes are not slow to take ad- 
vantage of the situation. . 

The report, indirectly, furnishes striking 
proof of the lack of efficiency brought about 
by overlapping authority. There is no reason 
why, in Atlanta and many other cities of the 
state, there should be two independent police 
departments, one for the city and one for the 
county. A single, properly organized police 
force, with a thoroughly trained personnel and 
modern equipment, could render better service 
to the entire county, the city included, than 
the present system. 

As for the charge that poor communications 
hamper police work in Georgia, there can be no 
successful refutation. There are counties in the 
State where there is no telephone connection 
with the sheriff, his deputies or the local po- 
lice, after dark. Under such conditions it is not 
surprising that so many criminals are able to 
elude capture. The surprising thing is, to the 
everlasting credit of the individual officers in- 
volved, that so many fugitives are caught.

Calling ’Em 
Out of Their Names. 


In a recent issue of the Chris- 


tian Science Monitor I came across 
an article, signed only “J. M.,” 
about the names of birds and 
beasts in the United States. It con- 
tained so much fascinating infor- 
mation and uncovered so much 
habitual misinformation it seemed 
worth reprinting here. So, here 
it is: 


“Birds of 


Another Feather.” 


“And now comes the word that 
the early settlers of America were 
pretty careless when it came to 
naming the birds and some ani- 
mals they found on their’ arrival 
here; with the result that, ever 
since, when people have thought 
they were seeing one species they 
were, in fact, seeing quite an- 
other. 


“Take robins, for instance. Dr. 
Rudyerd Boulton, curator of birds 
at the Field Museum of Natural 
History in Chicago, can tell you 
the answer, if you say to him: 
‘When is a robin not a robin?’ He 
will tell you that the bird called a 
robin in the United States is not 
a robin at all and that, therefore, 
the answer to your question ‘s 
‘When it is a thrush.’

Boulton, that the real robin is a 
small, British bird, about a third 
of the size of the American so- 
called robin, and only very dis- 
tantly related, although superfi- 
cially resembling it, having a red 
breast.

“Then, too, there is the warbler. 
What we call a warbler in the 
United States does not really be- 
long to the warbler family at all. 
True warblers belong in the Old 
World, and stay there. There is 
one native species of warbler in 
America—but, perversely enough, 
it is called a blue-gray gnat-catch- 
er, and not a warbler. 


“And what do you say an oriole 
looks like? The American oriole 
turns out to be a blackbird, for 
the true oriole is unknown in the 
western hemisphere.

Black - Connery Bill Seen as 
Changing From a Terror 


to a Titmouse. 


By HUGH S. JOHNSON. 


Ruthless NEW YORK CITY, 

1 July 13.—The Black- 
Proposals Connery bill came 
in like a lion with hydrophobia. 
It is going out like a lamb with 
hookworm. This swift retreat 
from a terror to a titmouse shows 
that the administration has felt 
the popular surge against recent 
ruthless proposals of change in the 
form and method of democratic 
government. 

The original bill was authority 
to a board to fix wages and hours 
of Iabor in all industry and to 
regulate labor relations by griev- 
ous pains and penalties with a 
possibility of scrapping collective 
bargaining and state control. 

Like De Lawd in “The Green 
Pastures,” the board could “haul 
off an’ pass a miracle.” By a 


hearing, it could include a whole 


formula stated in the statute and 
then, after a hearing, wobble it 
up and down at will. The bill 
was full of jokers, gold-bricks and 
subtle atrocities—splendidly des- 
potic, utterly impracticable. 

In yanking the snaggly teeth of 
this big bad wolf, the senate com- 
mittee has reduced it to a pale 
phantom, but has left the top- 
heavy bureaucracy which might 
be needed for the bill as it was, 
but is certainly not necessary to 
shepherd this starved and sickly 
ee-wee lamb. 

The power “by regulation” to 
impose on an industry standards 
fixed by the statute is shorn. All 
the board can do now is to take up 
each of the myriad situations in 
American industry separately and, 
after a hearing, fix a minimum 
hourly wage no higher than 40 
cents or a maximum work-week 
no lower than 40 hours. 


Benefits This is not to belittle

Of Bill fits. There remains 
the power painfully to reduce child 
labor—except in agriculture where 
its use is a real atrocity, but where 
the great heart of Henry Wallace 
takes a holiday. There also re- 
mains a power to crack down on 
sweatshops one by one. But as 
to any great progress toward re- 
employment or increasing the pur- 
chasing power of labor through 
shorter hours at sustained wages— 
which was the real object of this 
bill—that is in the ash can. 

Why? Because there are few 
industrial areas with minimum 
wages lower than 40 cents. Also 
the average industrial work-week 
is already only slightly above 40 
hours with many occupations be- 
low that. The failure of the bill 
to make a general rule and leave 
the board to deal with exceptions 
and exemptions, puts up to the 
board the interminable task of 
fixing standards for the thousands 
of industries, trades, businesses 
and crafts separately. That could 
take a century. 

Worst of all, this bill does not 
protect the states of higher stand- 
ards from importations of low-cost 
goods from states of lowest labor 
standards, which is the principal 
cause of low wages and about the 
sole excuse for federal interven- 
tion. The revised bill remains an 
ill-advised and impracticable pro- 
posal. 


An adaptation of 
, Mark _ Sullivan’s 
Suggestion suggestion is the 
real answer. (1) Bar from inter- 
state commerce goods made by 
child labor or on a work-week 
longer than 40-hours, except as 
exemptions are made by _ the 
board. (2) Bar also importations 
of goods into any state where they 
will compete with goods made in 
the importing state, or any other 
state, at minimum hourly wages 
higher than those paid to produce 
the goods in question. 

That gives the national market 
to the states of highest rather 
than (as now) the states of lowest 
labor standards. That alone will 
do the trick of raising wages. It 
preserves wage regulation to the 
states and results in a very mini- 
‘mum of administration. That be- 
'ing the democratic, simple and 
‘sensible solution will, of course,

He must have 
believed, quite sincerely, that Lincoln started the war—that the 
first blow was struck by the north. 

The sad truth is that belligerent and passionate partizans are 
incapable of seeing the truth. They have lost the power to reason, 
and men no longer capable of reason are men with unbalanced 


minds. 


Once more, as so often in our sad history, we must decide 
whether men thus unbalanced shall have the power to determine 


the fate of the nation.

Few Americans in time of controversy retain the ability to be 


fair and reasonable. 


Consider an example. The stage is set for tragedy. Men of one 


group have quit work and tried 


to close a mill. Men of another 


group wish to keep on working. Strikers stand at the gates to keep 
others from going to work. Police appear to protect the workers 
from attack. Nevertheless the strikers do attack, with fists and 
clubs, whereupon the police throw tear-gas bombs and fire their 


guns. 


Several men are wounded—or killed. 


Now observe the reaction. To one group it was a massacre of 
helpless citizens who were trying to defend their jobs. To another 
it was the law’s effort to suppress a mob which endeavored, by 
threat and force, to deprive innocent citizens of their right to con- 


tinue work. 


And all parties to the conflict, and their partizans as well, are 
so blinded by passion that not one among them can see any right 
or justice except in the complete triumph of his own cause and 


the destruction of his opponents. 


We are playing with fire, which has a way of getting out of con- 
trol, and our only hope is in sober citizens, outside the field of con- 
flict, who can preserve their sanity and a sane conception of fair 


play.

Whatever quickens and 
expands one’s appreciation is en- 
titled to art’s name. For example, 
all our life we have found in the 
Blue Danube Waltz something su- 
perlative, exquisite, infinitely ex- 
pressive, inviting the soul and 
senses alike to beauty indescriba- 
ble. And because the Danube waltz 
does that to us it doesn’t have to 
be the accepted greatest music in 
the world to be a great music and 
absolute art in so far as we are 
concerned.

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Tracks in State Banned 
by Commission. 


The Georgia Public Service 


. Commission, denying petitions of 


the Seaboard Air Line railway to 
operate truck lines parallelling its 
announced yesterday a 
policy of keeping motor and rail 
freight service separate and com- 
petitive. 


The railroad company asked 


permission to operate truck lines 
between Atlanta and Comer, Cor- 


dele and Ocilla, and Vidalia and 
Pembroke, the truck rates being 
the same as rail rates and the two 
services being interchangeable. 

Wilhoit Statement. 

Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, of the 
commission, said the body “con- 
sidered it hetter for the two forms 
of transportation to be compete- 
tive rather than unified.” 

The railroad’s petition was in- 
terpreted as an effort to overcome 
truck line competition. 

Wilhoit pointed out maximum 
class rates for railroads are from 
18 to 40 per cent higher than truck 
rates. Truck competitive rates 
have been instituted by some rail- 
roads, he explained, cutting down 
this differential. 

He and Commissioner Matt Mc- 
Whorter estimated not more than 
15 per cent of the rail freight traf- 
fic is handled at the maximum 
class rate, the remainder being 
moved at lower competitive rates. 

First Petition of Kind. 

_The petition before the commis- 
sion from the Seaboard, they ex- 
plained, was the first under which 
a railroad had attempted to in- 
stitute truck service at rail rates. 

As an experimental project, the 
commission has granted the Sea- 
board authority to operate a truck 
line from Lyons to Ryan, Wilhoit 
declared, “but this is strictly ex- 
perimental.” 

No railroad company, he con- 
tinued, has a certificate to operate 
a truck line, although most of the 


railroads of Georgia, in a move 


to better competitive standing 
with truck lines, have instituted 
“pick-up and delivery service.” 

This service, operated at Ter- 
mini, is conducted entirely within 
corporate limits and does not 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
commission. 

Law Effort Recalled. 

The Seaboard petitions recalled 
efforts during the 1937 legislative 
session to enact a law allowing 
railroads to parallel tracks with 
truck lines without. having to se- 
cure permission of the Public 
Service Commission.

Five Weeks’ 
Open July 26 for 
First Class. 


Between 80 and 100 candidates 
for the state highway patrol will 
be enrolled in a five-week train- 
ing school opening July 26, Major 
John C. Carter, acting director of 
the patrol, announced yesterday. 

Graduates of the training course 
will be placed on the patrol and 
assigned immediately to enforce- 
ment of the drivers’ license law. 

While in school, the men will 
receive basic pay of $100 a month 
in addition to board and -lodging. 
The men will be housed ina build- 
ing at Techwood drive and North 
avenue and will receive their 
— in the Georgia Tech dining 

all. 

Carter said approximately 35 
applicants had been selected for 
the school and examinations al- 
ready held and that the remain- 
der would be chosen from classes 
to be called in for phys‘:al and 
mental tests. 

The entire group will be an- 
nounced publicly at the conclu- 
sion of the selection. 

Among the courses the men will 
receive at the school, Carter said, 
will be Georgia history, the organ- 
ization of the state government, 
and Georgia geography. Special 
courses will be given on criminol- 
ogy, law enforcement, court proce- 
dure, and other technical subjects 
with which patrolmen will have 
to deal. 

Among the instructors will be 
members of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and of state high- 
way patrols of several other 
states. 

Carter said he hoped to have 
at least 80 men enfisted in the 
patrol after the school.

Hudgens is a native of Tennes- 
see and the son of a Methodist 
minister. He entered Emory Uni- 
versity after graduating from 
Webb school at Bellbuckle, Tenn. 
He received his batchelor’s degree 
from Emory in 1923, and did post- 
graduate work in history at Har- 
vard the next year. Then return- 
ing to Emory, he _ received his 
master of arts degree in 1930. 

Employed as Assistant. 

During his last year in school 
he was employed at the hospital 
as assistant to the superintendent, 
Dr. R. H. Oppenheimer, who be- 
came medical director with the 
promotion of Hudgens to super- 
intendent. Hudgens was promoted 
to assistant superintendent in 
1931 and held that post until his 
recent promotion. 

The principal “challenge” in 
hospital administration is human 
relations, Hudgens said, and chief 
characteristic a superintendent 
should have is a “tolerance of oth- 
ers and a bit of thickskin him- 
self.” 

While in college his chief sports 
were baseball and track. He is 
still a baseball fan, but finds time 
now to play only a little tennis 
and softball.

Hundreds and hundreds of ants, 
each carrying a piece of # leaf, 
march back to the nest. They, 
follow trails, about half an inch 
wide. Sometimes a trail is more 
than 300 feet long. Often there 
are stops along the way, because 
the roadway is blocked or because 
the ant grows tired. One ant took 
an hour and 10 minutes to trans~< 
port a leaf piece 80 feet. 

The ants do not eat the leaves, 


|The pieces are taken into the nest, 


and there they are chewed up. By 


chewing the bit of leaf, the ant 
produces a pellet about the size 
of a grain of sand. Then the pel- 
|let is pressed against the walls of

In little rooms under the 
ground, each about the size of a 
football, the ants plant and ‘raise 
the fungus. The ants eat it and 
It is their most 
important food. Their custom of 
raising it explains the popular 
name, “mushroom-growers.”

“stand up and declare the faith.” 
He asked those of his colleagues 
who have the President’s ear to 
urge that he “not press too heavily 
upon the patience, the good will 
and the readiness to serve of a 
very ‘considerable group in this 
body who are Democrats in every 
sense of the word.” 


Can Keep Friendship. 


He added: 

“The President still has it in 
hi$ power to retain the friendship 
and respect of good Democrats 
who are on the way to being 
grieved in spirit and permanently 
estranged from him. 

“Tet the President drop the 
proposal, leave it to the congress 
to formulate legislation, and place 
upon this body equal responsibili- 
ty with himself in establishing a 
fiscal policy for the speedy solu- 
tion of what otherwise may be- 
come an impossible problem. 

“The President is not the legisla- 
tive branch of the government; it 
is for us to pass the laws. The 
President is not the judicial 
branch of the government; it is 
for the judges to pass upon our 
acts. I beg the President to be the 
President, the leader of the great 
majority of our population; but 
most earnestly I beseech him to 
meet us half way in our endeavors 
to be useful public servants.”

CUT YOUR CALORIES TO 
KEEP COOL. 

A blanket of fat makes you 
swelter in summer, for excess fat 
interferes with heat loss from the 
body. That is why the overweight 
suffers in the good old summer 
time. 

It’s a little late to discard that 
fat padding for this. summer, but 
move over by the electric fan and 
I’ll tell you how to regulate your 
internal cooling system for keep- 
ing as comfortable as possible. It’s 
simple 
foods out of your menus. 

All food is fuel, but some foods 
make you hotter than others. The 
fuel value of a food is expressed 
in calories, and a food high in 
calories is both heat-producing 
and fattening. The fuel foods are 
classified as carbohydrates, pro- 
teins and fats, but fats count as 
high in fuel calories as protein 
and carbohydrates combined. To 
prove it to you, one ounce of fat 
contains 225 calories, while one 
ounce of either protein or carbo- 
hydrates yields only 113 calories. 

In terms of food, this means 
butter is twice as fattening as the 
same amount of sugar, and cream 
is more than twice as fattening as 
milk. One cup of thin cream con- 


tains 440 calories, while one cup of | 


whole milk contains 160 calories. 
You wouldn’t drink thin cream, 
but you do like a malted milk! 
Skimming the milk to delete all 
fat leaves only 80 calories per 
glass. 

The tempting foods that make 


you fat and hot are ice cream, ice’ 


cream soda, malted drinks, choco- 
late drinks and frozen desserts. 
They taste cool, but they most cér- 
tainly add fuel, for the more fat 
a food contains the higher the 
ealories.

Overweights suffer in the good 
old summer time. 
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If you are the average reducer, 
you leave off the starchy potato 
that looms large and has a fatten- 
ing reputation—but you liberally 
butter your morning toast.

A baked or boiled potato 
weighing less than 3 1-2 ounces 
yields 100 calories; two slices of 
bread or _ toast 4x4x1-2 inches 
yield 140 calories. 

Boiled potato contains 75 per 
cent water, 2.5 per cent protein, 
0.1 per cen fat, 20.9 per cent car- 
bohydrate (chiefly starch, a little 
sugar or glucose) and 1.0 per cent 
of mineral salts. 

White bread contains 35 per 
cent water, 9.2 per cent protein, 
0.9 per cen fat, 53.1 per cen carbo- 
hydrave (chiefly starch, a little 
dextrin) and 1.1 per cent of min- 
eral salts. 
| Bread contains 
‘vitamins. Potato contains fair 
-amounts of vitamins A, B, C and 
|G. 
| Both potato and bread are car- 
bohydrate or starchy food. Either 
is appetizing, palatable, digestible 
and nutvritively well balanced 
when. combined with milk, butter, 
gravy, cheese, meat, egg or fish. 
But there is no point in taking 
breadstuff and potato in the same 
meal; such.a combination is not 
particularly attractive or appetiz- 
ing: however, if you like both 
potato and bread you need have 
no qualms about the perfect di- 
gestibility of the combination. It 
is what your taste or appetite calls 
for, not what some self-constituted 
“food specialist” says about 
“wrong combinations.” 

A frequent inquiry is whether 
there is any harm in eating raw 
potato. Certainly not. On the con- 
trary, if one craves or enjoys raw 
potato it is quite wholesome and 
healthful to eat.
